But the manufacture of public opinion is not 
80 easy as the vanity of dreams. Never has any 
one committed suicide because he had read in 
the papers that he had died, and seldom has 
national anger raged because it was bidden to 
do so. Despite the roughest shaking, no storm 
bursts from the wind god’s windbags. 


Nobody bothers about the national-‘mourning 
week ordered by the Government and rejected 
only by the Thuringian Federal state, Coburg- 
Gotha; and today, when the morrow can bring 
such fateful conditions, even the secession of 
Rhineland, when the nation’s existence is en- 
dangered by the loss of ores, by attempts at s0- 
clalization and by the pressure of taxes, one 
plays on all fields of sport and dances in all the 
ballrooms. All places »f amusement are over- 
filled and the elevated railfeads, the surface cars, 
subways, taxis, horse cabs ‘and even butcher 
earts are densely loaded with people when races 
are advertised anywhere. 


1 Think Only of Self and Quick Gain | 


Kismet, the Oriental superstition regarding the 
inevitability of fate, has advanced westward on 
the way of the migration of nations in arms. In 
every hour of humanity's great horror it was 
thus since Babylon fell. Athens fell from the 
ranks of great powers. Rome's eagles mounted 
on the ruins of destroyed Carthage. In Boccac- 
cio’s best city, too assuredly, only a few of the 
noblest spirits thought over the question of what 
would become of Florence and its republic to- 
morrow. 

In svch a time, which appears to be ending in 
world destruction among the masses, every one 
thinks only of himself and quick gain and nar- 
cotic pleasure. Who, clinging to a plank in a 
wild ocean, is troubled by the question whether 
the ship can still be salvaged? 

The German nation still does not know what 
has happened or what has provoked against it- 
self such tremendous anger of other states. Mil- 
lions still believe, more firmly than Gospel, in 
the plot and surprise attack of which they sup- 
pose Germany was the innocent victim in 1914. 
Others let themselves be misled by the rigid 
dogma of Marxism into the conviction that cap- 
italism is to blame for the war, as well as for 
all other evils in the world, and German capital- 
ism not more than French and English.

| The experience of the zinc industT) 
of the world war has been extraordinary. 
first two years of the war, following the destruction of

IN COSTA RICA. 


Costa Rica, which has much the best 
record for tranquillity of any of the 
Central American states, is in the 
throes of a revolution. (We use that 
expression because it is customary to 
do so, though not really knowing how 
applicable it We suspect that it is 
not very applicable.)

sunned themselves in his majesty’s 
confidence. Wherefore, when Count 
von Brockdorff-Rantzau in Ver- 
sailles hinted that some of these 
persons had at least a smal! share of 
the blame, a Social Mp mocratic Min- 
ister cried out in utmost wrath: 
“That is what this man does to us 
who for four years swore to our 
party and to our trade unions that 
Germany was innocent and had been 
shamefully fallen upon.” 

So we see everything as to what 
really happened and what every- 
where else is considered as proved is 
kept a dark secret from the German 
people. This situation makes the 
public understanding of develop- 
ments harder and as the awakening 
comes the apathy of the masses may 
be driven into a dangerous outburst. 

Already those who wish to restore 
the old order feel encouraged. Mon- 


archists, Junkers, Militarists, Pan- 
Germans and anti-Semites again 
dare talk loudly and brusquely. As 
the National Socialists fear being 


crowded out of the majority by the 
Independents, whose Berlin organ, 
Freitheit, after six months, has 50,000 
more subscribers than Vorwaerts, 
the National Socialists attach them- 
selves more firmly than ever to the 
Bourgeoise parties, who write democ- 
racy, to be sure, on the signs over 
their stores, but who cannot give 
practical effect to democracy  be- 
cause of fear for their profits and 
money bags. 

Old Order Feels Encouraged. 

Dr. Liebknecht, Frau Luxemburg, 
Pisner, Landauer, the finest heads of 
the Communist party have been 
killed, and perhaps nameless thou- 
sands have followed them to the 
grave. The prisons are overfilled. 


| Ledebour, the old Marxist, now near 
70, is under arrest and accused be- 
fore a Berlin jury. An army of 500,- 
000 mercenaries, costing 5,000,000 
marks a day, is supposed to be in- 
tended to defend the republic against 
so-called Bolshevism, which bears 
only vague resemblance to the the- 
ory and structure of Lenine. 

Some of the circumstances which 
have served as hindrances to interna- 
tional understanding have created in 
Germany an atmosphere which an 
honest man must call counter-revolu- 
tionary. 

Where is the way out of this thick- 
et? What can happen to give the 
world the peace for which it thirsts? 
Since the soul of the German nation 
is deeply shaken by its experiences 
and the bodies of the people have for 
years been insufficiently fed, there 
can be no overnight change to the 
thing desired. One must for the 
present abandon hope of idealistic 
and metaphysical cures. 

It must be clearly proved to the 
people, in such a state and looking 
out only for their own immediate 
advantage, that only common sense 
and gracious adaptation to the will 
of the world can be worth while. 
Unequivocally, one must say to these 
people: 

Common Sense Now Needed. 


“We grant you our good will, our 
ideal and spiritual credit, without 
which you cannot think of recon- 
struction, barely eking out an exist- 
ence under the ruins, if you say you 
recognize the heavy blame of your 
former housekeepers, disavow their 
acts, and prepare to atone for every- 
thing. If we hear such’ confession 
from honorable spokesmen, we can- 
not only spare you from the unlim- 
ited sovereign power of the Repara- 
tion Commission and from the cut- 
ting of all your commercial connec- 
tions, but we will give you all pos- 
sible help and will take you as equal 
comrade in the league of nations. 


Be sure, however, that our confi-

We will not permit ourselves 
to be deceived by appearances.” 

The community or mankind soli- 
darity of nations can sprout and 
ripen only through faith. As today it

Today a solution seems in sight.

Great Britain is to have Mesopotamia 
as far north as Diarbekir and Mosul, 
and Palestine—that is to say, the ter- 
ritories which have peculiar import- 
ance for India and for Egypt. 

But it will be seen by this brief 
review how incomplete and fragmen- 
tary after all, are the settlements of 
expedients which are being adopted 
so far as Turkey is concerned. After 
all, it is as difficult to liquidate the 
Turkish empire as the Austro-Hun- 
garian. There is the same welter of 
races within, there is the same rivalry 
of claimants from without. ..n plac- 
ing Italians of the south shores of 
Asia Minor, where they have no 
rights based on the will of the popu- 
lation,in creating divisons in the Arab 
population between the French and 
British, the way has been opened for 
an indefinite perfodof unrest. Certain- 
ly the Turk has shown himself in- 
capable of self-government. By con- 
trast, dividing the territory which is 
economically a unit in Asia Minor. 
as in the old Austria-Hungary, opens 
the way to vast difficulties in the fu- 
ture, and in these difficulties we shall 
he involved if we accept any manda- 
tory in this region. 

The Armenians’ Attitude. 

I do not think there is any ques- 
tion that the Armenian population 
would welcome an American manda- 
tory. I do not think there is any 


doubt that, because of our lack of, 


self-interest in that region, we 
should be the best mandatory. On 
the other hand, to take Constantin- 
ople, Anatolia and Armenia would 
be to take a country certainly as 
great in area as France and Italy, 
populated by people of many races, 
holding several faiths, who racially 
and religiously have been fighting 
for a thousand years. To take Ar- 
menia would mean a small task, but 
one not less complicated. Even if 
the faithful discharge of this task 
did not involve us in war with any 
great Power, it would in the nature 
of things lead to endless disputes 
with Russians. British, French and 
Italians, to say nothing ef Greeks. 
Armenians, Turks and Arabs Rut 
if we do not take a mandatory in 
the disappearing Turkish Empire, 
then nothing is more certain than 
that this old battleground will be- 
become once more the scene of con- 
flict, alike between the ambitione of 
European nations and the eternal 
animosities of the races of Western 
Asia. Certainly the American pres- 
ence offers the Armenian people al- 
mom its only hope, while American 
oceupation of Armenia would create 
n buffer State, separating the 
spheres of several of the rival Furo- 
pean nations 

In sum, then, the Turkish prob- 
lem differs from that of Austria- 
Hungary only as the races of the 
territory affected are incapable. at 
least in any present time. of inde- 
pendence, They cannot govern 
themselves, they cannot be erected 
into a semblance of independent 
countries. They must in any event 
be charges of the Western Powers. 
and only if the Western Powers 
were prepared to lay aside commer- 
cial and political aspirations would 
the presence of these nations hold 
out any real hope of regeneration of 
the Near East. In these regions our 
missionaries and our colleges have 
contributed enormously to education 
and liberation of the peoples from 
their own darkness.

I saw only two of 
our men intoxicated while I was in France. In 
other matters, they behaved very much as men do 
at home, except that it was easier to reach them 
with the religious appeal than it is to reach the 
men at home. 

“The men of our Scotch regiment were rough 
coal miners, but none of the women who nursed 
me in my 19 months in the hospital was more 
tender than those men. The sight of death, and 
the danger of death, do not harden such men. 
They make their hearts tender. Men learn to 
weep without shame, and it is good for them. 


Hearts Hardened in Hospitals 


“I have found that men on leave from the front | 
are very easily approached with the messagé 
the gospel.

I am a strong 
believer in a wholesame respect for the law. I 
am speaking now entirely as a layman. I may 
be wrong, but my impresrion is that most of the 
irregularity and outlawry of lynchings is due to 
the court decisions, and particularly to the de- 
lays in court. 

“T think one of the greatest objections to the 
abolition of capital punishment is the too fre- 
quent leniency of Governors in pardoning life- 
termers. 

“T have not a very clearly defined opinion about 
the recent dynamite plots. It seems to me they 
are just another attempt to terrorize the world. 


I should not think that history would give the ( 


plotters much encouragement. It never has 
worked in the past. These plotters should bé se- 
verely dealt with. How, is up to the courts, but 
I think they should receive the death panalty if 
their deeds resulted in deaths. 

“It seems to me, speaking as a layman again, 
that England shows us what can be done by rigid 
enforcement of the law. I do not believe there 
has been a lynching in England in the last hun- 
dred years. 

“So far as I know, In all of Canada, which Is 
similar in its respect of law to England, there 
has not been one in all that time. There have 
been but two or three train hold-ups in Western

EFORE the meeting of the Legis- 
Biure of the State of Missouri in 
January this year, I appealed to 
all the prosecuting attorneys through- 
out the State to aid in having the 
death penalty restored as punishment 
for various crimes of violence, and 
worked earnestly toward this end 
during the session of the Legislature. 
The Senate voted almost unanimous- 
ly to restore this penalty. When a vote 
was taken in the House enough votes 
were cast to pass the measure but 
three members changed their votes aft- 
er the roll call, hence by three votes the 
measure was lost. 
Anyone giving thought to existing 
conditions ought to have seen that strict 
enforcement of the criminal law and 


is absolutely mecessary. There is 
great social unrest and danger of the 
spread of Bolshevism, a condition that 
demands severe punishment. 

I did not advocate the restoration of 
the death penalty just to see someone 
hang, but have always believed that 
with the exreme penaly on our stat- 
ute books, the commission of many 
crimes could be deterred. 

In my judgment life imprisonment is 
not adequate punishment for some 
crimes. Shortly after the abolition of 
the death penalty, a man in this city 
criminally assaulted a very young girl 
and his act resulted in her death. Was 
life imprisonment adequate for him? 

Would a mob have lynched a man 
in Lamar, Mo., if the death penalty 
had been on the statute books? ; 

Opposition to the restoration of the 
death penalty came from well meaning 
persons, who, unfortunately, were not 
experienced in the enforcement of the 
criminal law. 

The argument is advanced that taking 
life legally is brutal. This may be true, 
but many murders are far more brutal 
than a legal execution, and punishment

OPPOSED the repeal of the stat-

alty on the ground that certain 
murders are so atrocious that death is 
the only adequate punishment. I feel, 
too, that the community feels that 
death should be the penalty for pre- 
mediated murder. 

The absence of capital punishment, 
to my mind, encourages lynchings, 
which always are a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion. Take the case at Lamar, Mo. It 
is possible that the people there be- 
lieved that the State was without ade- 
quate remedy for the offense that Jay 
Lynch committed, and as a result took — 
the law into their own hands. 

Some crimes are so heinous and outt- 
rageous that it seems that the only 
thing that will act as a deterrent to the 
others is the sure and swift adminis- 
tration of justice through the death 
penalty. 

I think that fear of the gallows is 
the only thing that will deter hardened 
criminals and those naturally disposed 
to commit homicide from the commis- 
sion of such acts. I believe it would 
be far better for the public at large if 
power is given to juries to decide 
whether death or life imprisonment be 
assessed against capital offenders. 


Under the law as it now exists the 
murderer has little to fear. He may 
murder a great number of people, yet 
life imprisonment is the only penalty. 
A convict in the penitentiary for life 
may murder a guard or guards to effect 

an escape and suffer no further punish... 
ment. 

Life imprisonment rarely means that 
a man shall spend the rest of his life in 


the penitentiary. With but very few 

exceptions, no person committed to the

“I believe if the capital punishment statute was 
in effect today the lynching recently at Lamar, 
Mo., would not have occurred. I believe those 
people were incited to do what they did because 
they felt the slayer of their Sheriff and his son 
could not get under the law what they justly be- 
lieved was coming to him. Manifestly, the (Har- 
acter of men the newspaper accounts connett 
with this affair are the kind of men who would 
have reflected their wisdom’ in a jury verdict 
with a death penalty. My judgment is, from 
the accounts I read, that there were among them 
some of the best people of the community, and 
I do not believe they will even begin to convict 
any of them. In plain words, this was a case 
where the law was not sufficient vindication, and 
the people took the case into their own hands. 

“The people who argue that capital punishment 
is barbarous overlook the fact that the purpose 
of all law, civil or criminal, is to conserve rights, 
and laws ought to be severe enough to answer 
their purpose. Society would have no purpose 
in punishing anybody if it could be assured a 
crime committed would not be repeated. Society 
could safely allow the original offender to go free 
if it were safe to do so.

Hadley because of his 
ability to handle prison problems. 
Gilvin is not so vehement in his 
demand for the restoration of capital 
punishment, generally, to the stat- 
utes, as he is that the killing of

wre of the life of the murderer. 

He cited the killing last fall of 
Fli Jenkins, a guard at the peniten- 
tiary, who was stabbed to death and 
his body locked in the cell of three 
life-term convicts, who then escaped.

Gilvin does not believe that excep- 
tions in the law abolishing capital 
punishment would be “class legisla- 
and, therefore, unconstitution- 
al. He cited the habitual criminal 
act as proof. 

“It can send one man to prison for 
two years, and another for life for 
the same offense, if he has been 
found guilty of similar crimes in 
the past,’’ he said. 

Cause of Lamar Lynching. 

Gilvin believes that the lynching of 
Jay Lynch at Lamar Was due to the 
fact that the maximum punishment 
was life imprisonment.

After escaping 
from prison and Mexico, probably 
through President Madero’s orders, 
Villa came to El Paso and rented a 
cheap room in the old Hotel Mexico 
in the Mexican quarter. 

Tired of War and Revolt. 

Sitting in a little Mexican restau- 
rant of the hotel, Villa told the pres- 
ent correspondent of the Associated 
Press his plans for the future, his 
aims and ambitions and also of his 
expectations for a son to be born to 
him at the family home of his wife 
in San Andres, Chihuahua. At that 
time Villa Was known as a reformed 
bandit who had followed Madero 
‘loyally and who had fought for in- 
dependence and liberty for his people 
beside the diminutive revolutionary 
leader. It was not until later that 
he again won the title of ‘‘bandit’’ 
by his raid on Columbus, N. M., and 
his subsequent acts. 

“I am tired—sick and tired of war 
and revolutions and _. bloodshed,"’ 
Villa said in Spanish as he ate the 
Mexican dishes served in the little 
cafe.

A. W. Mackie, manager of op- 
eration, upon inquiry, gave figures 
on the deficit and reasons for its ex- 
igtence. “The receipts from freight 
charges during the first quarter 
were insufficient to meet the ex- 


. penses of the operating department 


alone,” he said. “The chief expense 
of operation is the manning of the 
boats and provision of fuel oil for 
their propulsion. During the first 
quarter of this year, the receipts from 
freight chargés totaled $97,315, while 
the expenditures were $159,975, a 
deficit of about $20,000 a month. 
Other departments than the operat- 
ing department are the office of the 
Federal manager, and the traffic and 
accounting departments. 

“There are two major causes for 
the deficit. One is that the opera- 
tion of a hastily-assembled tempor- 
ary fleet of old craft not suited to the 
work to which it is put is costly. 

“The other is that St. Louis ship-

The flotilla’s trip upstream is be- 
ing made with as few stops as possi- 
ble, the plan being to complete the 
stay in St. Louis while high water 
continues, and to make stops at 
cities and large towns on the return 
trip. The German submarine prob- 
ably will follow the same plan.

is the flagship of Division 3 of the | 


submarine force of the Atlantic fleet. 
Bhe is a Holland type, with a length 
of 151 feet, beam of 16 feet, draft of 
14 feet, is equipped with two eight- 
cylinder Diesel engines, carries eight 
torpedoes and has four torpedo 
tubes.

Institutions.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 7. 
—Gov. Gardner signed the “omnibus 
salary grab” today, and then 
proceeded to cut from the appropria- 
tions for eleemosynary and educa- 


tional institutions and other vital 
parts of the State Government, more 


than $1,000,000. 


The omnibus bill increases the 
salary of almost every clerk in the 
@tate capitol and will cost the State 


‘more than $100,000. 


Among the items slashed from the 
appropriations bills are $340,000 for 
the educational institutions, $249,000 
for the eleemosynary institutions, 
$30,000 to build a State Home for 
Friendiess Children, $250,000 for 
pensions for Confederate veterans, 
$50,000 for State ald to county fairs. 


Children’s Home Lost. 


The veto of the bill to build a 
Home for Friendliess Children nulli- 
fies one of the principal children’s 


code bills. 


The amount of money which the 
State will pay in increased salaries 
under the omnibus bill, to the clerks 
in Gov. Gardner's office and the of- 
fices of other State officials would 
have built the Home for Friend- 
leas Children and erected at least 
one building for one of the State 


hospitals, whose crowded conditions 
has resulted in néglect, poor service 
and even the death of patients, ac- 
cording to statements py members 
in debate on the floor of the House. 

The $340,000 vetoed in the appro- 
priations for educational institutions 
represents less than half the amount 
the Governor will withhold from ed- 
ucation in Missouri. It is well known 
that heads of the various institutions 
have been forced to agree to hold 
up an equal amount which is left in 
the appropriations. The same is true 
of the eleemosynary institutions. 

This,means that a new building at 
the University, which President HiI1 
convinced the legislature was essen- 
tial, will not be erected. It means 
that a new power plant, long needed 
by the State Hospital at Fulton, will 
not be built. It means that a new 
building for the Farmington Hospi- 
tal cannot be erected to relieve over- 
crowding.

Legality of Passage Disputed. 
The omnibus bill first’ came into 
prominence when the Post-Dispatch 
published a story telling how absent 
members had been fraudulently 
voted for it while an army of clerks 
from the Capitol offices lobbied in- 
cessantly for it, and had swarmed on 
the floor, in the galleries and sat in 
the seats of members. Upon verifi- 


cation of the roll call four names of 


absent members who had been voted 
for the bill were taken off, leaving 
only 72 ‘aye” votes, a bare constitu- 
tional majority. Upon investigation 
by a committee, two other members 
made affidavit thay had not voted 
for the bill, though they had been so 
recorded, which left the bill with 
only 70 votes, two less than enough 
to pass it, though the record showed 
it had passed. 

A formal resolution was prepared 
and signed by five members, as pro- 
vided by the constitution, and went 
to the Governor with the bill, but he 
took the position the record could not 
be changed.

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NCE more does the Hope 
diamond, gem of tragedy, 
illumine a catastrophe 
with its brilliant azure ra- 
diance. Stolen nearly 
three centuries ago from 
the ornaments of a Hindu 
god, as the legend goes, the jewel, with 
implacable animosity, has wrought 
upon its successive owners the ven- 
geance of the plundered deity. From 
Delhi to Washington, like a baleful 
star, it has shone upon havoc and 
death. About it has gathered a legend 
surpassing in horror the annals of any 
other precious stone. 

Believers in the lore which ascribes 
to various jewels a magic influence for 
weal or woe will be more than ever 
convinced by the Hope diamond’s latest 
chapter that there are more things in 
heaven and earth than philosophy 
dreams of. Eight years ago the ill-starred jewel was purchased by Edward Beale McLean as a present, 
for his young and lovely wife. Their only child, Vinson Walsh McLean, then 3 years old, was popu- 
larly known as “the $100,000,000 hay,” because he was the ultimate heir to two fortunes approximat- 
ing that amount. One was that of John McLean, owner of the Cincinnaté Enquirer and the Washing- 
ton Post; the other that of Thomag FF. Walsh, mining magnate, These were the infant’s paternal and 
maternal grandfathers. 
® The purchase of a jewel with #0 grewsome a history was bitterly opposed by members of Edward 
McLean’s family, particularly his mother. It is reported that McLean took the diamond on trial for 
six months, engaging to keep it only on condition that no calamity occurred during the period. Super- 
Stitious persons will easily picture the jewel, fraught with the curse of an offended god, as biding ita 
time with subtle patience until thg hour should come. 

No other child in America was scrupulously guarded from harm as the 
McLean baby. When he went forth for an airing, he rode in a perambulator 
fitted with steel bars like a cage, to foil kidnapers. He was attended always 
by a squad of detectives. The gates tothe grounds in which he played as a little 
boy were protected by armed men. And still the great blue diamond lay in 
wait, blinking evilly in its safety deposit vault. 

It waited for eight years. Then on the morning of May 19, Vinson, now 11 
years old, went out for a walk on the highway at Friendship, near Washington. 
His father and mother were away on a Visit to Louisville, and the only member of 
the family at home was his aged grandmother, Mrs. Walsh. The inevitable 
detective was near by.

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Model Farmstead in Miniature, Aid to Student Farmers 


T HAS been estimated by the Ne- 
braska College of Agriculture that 
the average farmer, in doing his 
chores, walks one unnecessary 
mile a day, or 365 miles a year, all 
on account of improper arrange- 
ment of his farm buildings. What 
this means in loss of time, to say nothing 
of shoe leather, can be imagined. 

To start the bundreds of embryo farm- 
ers at the college on the right road, the 


“college has constructed, or rather the 


students of the college have built, a model 
farmstead in miniature, which represents 
a nearly ideal arrangement for a 160-acre 
farm in the prairie states. Built to a one- 
fourth scale in the workshops of the col- 
lege, the model now stands on the campus, 
where it offers ocular evidence of the cor- 
rect way to lay out buildings, fences and 
other details. The buildings comprising 
the model include a comfortable, attrac- 
tive farmhouse, set on a concrete founda- 
tion and equipped with modern conven- 
iences; an up-to-date dairy barn with a 
solid-wall concrete silo; a hay shed for 
alfalfa: a horse barn, a hoghouse, a tool 
shed and shop, a poultry house and a ma- 
chine shed. The plan was worked out for 
one particular farm, and has been tried 
with great suecess on farms in several 
counties of Nebraska. 

It is well known that factory managers 
save thousands of dollars each year by de- 
vising methods of saving labor, but here- 
tofore little or no attention has been given 
to the arrangement of farn. buildings so 
that the farm operations can be made effi- 
cient. Working on the theory that every 
farm is a factory, in a sense, the Nebraska 
college expects, through the medium of 
its model farmstead, to show the coming 
generation of farmers how to avoid many 
of the unnecessary handicaps under which 
their fathers labored. 

In disposing. the buildings of the model 
farmstead so as to reduce to a minimum 
the number of steps the average farmer 
has to take each day in performing his 
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Diagram of 160-acre model farm, showing arrangement of buildings 
and roads to increase efficiency and lessen labor.

and calves, and, after separating the milk, 
feeds the calves. The skim milk that re- 
mains is then carried to the pigs at the 
farrowing pens, after which the farmer 
goes to the combined crib and granary to 
feed the fattening hogs and fat cattle. 
In returning he passes to the hay shed 
and feeds the stock cattle and then the 
poultry. Next he steps into the milk room 
at the barn, gets his cream, returns to 
the house and his chores are done. While 
doing all this he has walked only 750 
feet, whereas on farms laid out in hap- 
hazard manner he might have walked 
three or four times as far. The path he 
has walked is shown by the dotted lines 
on the plan of the farmstead. 

Again, suppose it is evening and that 
the farmer is coming through the lower 
gate by the hay shed. His course to the 
barn leads past nearly all of the build- 
ings, and most of the chores can be done 
while the team he is driving is reaching 
the tank, drinking and going to the barn. 
When the horses and cows are attended 
to, his evening chores are completed. 

Many other points were given consider- 
ation in planning the farmstead to make 
it practical and at the same time com- 
fortable and pleasant. For instance, the 
barns and yards are located east of the 
house, so that unpleasant odors are car- 
ried away by the wind, which, in the 
territory for which it was designed, usu- 
ally is south and southwest in summer, 
and north and northwest in winter. The 
house, moreover, is located on high, well- 
drained land, insuring a good view and 
preventing barnyard drainage from 
reaching it. 

In locating the barn it was considered 
that the buildings situated in the sun but 
with breezes blowing through them in 
summer are cooler and more comfortable 
than those in the shade, but with no 
breezes. Hence the barn has a central 
alley running through it from north to 
south, and the building is cool even in 
very hot weather.

HE Americanization of the personnel of 
the Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York, which achieved unprecedented prog- 
ress last season, and which will be con- 
tinued next winter, is an interesting and 
illuminating phenomenon in music. A 


throng of singers of American: birth and’ 


often of native training has been added to the roster; 
others will make their debuts during the coming season. 

The Metropolitan, considered the foremost opera 
house in the world, is situated in an American city, is 
maintained by American capital and caters to an 
American public. Yet during all its history most of its 
singers have been imported mainly from Italy and 
Germany. The war drove nearly all the German vocal- 
ists into retirement, thus affording places for many 
Americans. They made such good use of their op- 
portunity that the experiment is regarded as success- 
ful, and still others are to be added. 

It must be confessed that American women have 
foi years stood high as singers, and that an American, 
Geraldine Farrar, is and for some time has been lead- 
ing soprano at the Metropolitan—leading, that is, in 
popularity and box office “draft.’’ American men had 
a much more difficult time in obtaining recogniton at 
this temple of opera, but their status may be said to 
be assured with the successes of such artists as Henri 
Scott, Thomas Chalmers, Paul Althouse, Reinald Wer- 
renrath and-—-last, but one of the most conspicuous— 
Charles Hackett, the Bostonian tenor, whose brother, 
Arthur, is so favorably known in St. Louis as an ora- 
torio and concert singer. 

Hackett made his debut at the Metropolitan last Jan- 
uary, with such eclat that he has been re-engaged for 
the forthcoming season. His first appearance was in 
the “Barber of Seville.” There was much interest in 
the newcomer, for many newspa- 
per articles touching the career of 
Carlo Hackett (he has become 
Charles since his New York op- 
eratic appearances) had aroused 
the concern of persons who keep 
apace in such matters. 

The tenor reached his first aria, 
a swiftly moving piece with many 
scales and rapid groupings of 
notes—an aria such, in fact, as a 
coloratura soprano might’ sing. 
The audience listened casually at 
first, then permitted its curiosity 
to become intrigued by the agility 
of that American tenor voice. The 
last phrase was flung off, and the 
young tenor stepped back a pace 
or so. There came the momentary 
pause of an audience impressed; 
and then outbursting applause. 
For half a minute, perhaps, the 
performance was checked. Thena 
man standing back of the main 
floor rail dropped a phrase. 

“A Patti in pantaloons!"’ he ex- 
claimed, and nodded his head. The 
speaker was a man well known to 
New York musicians—Dr. Luigi 
Roversi, a friend of the Italian 
poet Carduci and an habitue of the 
Metropolitan. In those four words 
he classified the vocal tendencies 
of Charles Hackett. 

For months New York had been 
awaiting Hackett’s arrival. From 
South america, where he had been 
singing, came tales of his prowess. 
He had gained popularity there, a 
popularity not so easily won by 
natives of this Northern Continent, 
who may be excellent enough sing- 
ers for all who have not the Latin 
temperament and tastes. 

So New York settled itself on 
that particular Thursday evening 
last January and waited. After 
the first act their questionings had 
been answered. Throughout the 
remainder of the performance 
there were affirmatory nods, brief- 
ly whispered words which Hackett 
need not have been ashamed to 
hear—a general acquiescence, as it 
were, in the singer and his style.

In the newspapers of the next day 
Hackett 
had debuted well; by his unusual 
singing he had caused the perform- 
ance for a few moments to stand still; 
he was a welcome addition for ap- 
pearances in those roles which, for 
some time past, had been none too 
well sung in the institution pre-emi- 
nent in the world of song. 

The wiseacres were pleased, and a 
new personality had arisen to be 
talked about. 

But nowhere, it appears, was aston- 
ishment quite so pronounced as 
amongst the Metropolitan principal 
singers themselves. Not since the 
best days of Alessandro Bonci had a 
tenor appeared with the’ graceful, 
classic style of Charles Hackett, nor 
with a voice agile enough and re- 
sponsive enough to do justice to rac- 
ing airs. 

Scales, “turns,” grace notes—every 
conceivable twist of the voice which must be ever on 
the move—he tossed off with the seeming nonchalance 
of a man blowing tobacco smoke from his mouth. 

And there was the skill, too, in spinning the tone out 
to gossamer ends into the faintest messa di 
voce whisperings which finally drifted beyond human 
capacity to hear. 

The critics railed, of course. At his subsequent ap- 
pearances Hackett was charged with using a ‘white’ 
voice; reprimanded for denying to his tones the round 
color which he might have put there. 

But they recognized his art; his easy, smooth style 

and the sense of musicianship 

which always prevailed. There was 

satisfaction, too, for the eye when 

this young Bostonian stepped upon 

the stage; for he has height, a 

well molded figure and shapely 
legs. 

All this helped. Another thing 
helped, as well—that was the his- 
trionic finish with which ornate 
invested his roles. 

There followed, then, for the 
newcomer endeavors in the opera 
“Traviata” and ‘Rigoletto,’ and 
another appearance in “Il Barbiere 
di Siviglia.”’ Each time he emerged 
without turning a hair—smooth, 
gracefw) singing in a voice that 
surprised rather than moved. 

There was a time—only six 
years ago, too—when Charles 
Hackett was comparatively  un- 
known. From Boston he went to 
New York, hoping to secure a 
-church choir position. He hadn't 
long to wait, it seemed; even then 
his voice had the soaring quality, 
the facile “top” which it is grate- 
ful to hear. So St. Thomas Church 
Music Committee beckoned him 
their way. 

He might have remained in the 
choir loft longer had he wished: 
in all probability he would have 
done so had not the operatic bee 
begun to buzz. 

So he packed his belongings and 
sailed away toward Italy, where 
many singers are made. 

Those in America who § knew 
about the young tenor did not hear 
of him very soon. Even after he 
had accomplished his small debut 
beginnings in unimportant Italian 
opera houses the musical world 
heard little of Carlo Hackett. 

But one day he _ stepped far 
enough and high enough from the 
ranks of the vocally ambitious to 
attract attention. From the “other 
side’’ reports of his progress be- 
gan to drift over here. 

Then, all at once, his 
passed from lip to lip.

Hackett was a personality well known. He had, they 
said, intelligence and a good voice. And the voice 
continued to grow and to become more and more flexi- 
ble until it almost matched the flexibility of a colora- 
tura soprano. 

In the larger Italian opera houses to which he be- 
gan to be called, young Hackett found acceptance. They 
liked his singing ways and his Italian was so pure that 
newspapers commented upon that rather important 
fact. 

One day he received an invitation to go to South 
America, to the celebrated Colon Theater in Buenos 
Aires. 

He made the trip via bie own country, and partly, 
he admits, because he wasn’t altogether satisfied with 
the way in which his voice was going. 

“T had sung the light, florid music so continuously, 
had practiced it so assiduously,” said Hackett, ‘‘that it 
thinned out altogether too much. I'll admit I was a 
bit disturbed; so much so that I wanted to get back 
to Boston and to my former teacher—the only one I 
ever knew—who understood what he was about. 

“I remember the morning I reached his studio,’ said 
the tenor, and he smiled as though the reminiscence 
made the meeting very, very clear. “I explained my 
difficulty,” Hackett went on, ‘and my teacher replied: 
‘Let’s see how the voice sounds.’ 

“I hadn’t sung a note on the way over,” 
tinued, “somehow there had been no occasion. 1'1 just 
loafed, taken the rest I sorely needed. Really, I had 
no idea how it felt to give my voice in the old way. I 
laughed and remarked to my former teacher that things 
would probably sound stiff. 

“And then,’ said the tenor stopping in his pacing, 
“what do you suppose happened?’ 

“You sang better than ever.”’ 

“You hit it,” he answered. “My rest had done the 
trick. I had been overdoing the coloratura thing; got 
the tone whitened too much. Keeping quiet had fixed 
me up. 

‘*You probably won't have any more 
vouchsafed my maestro, 
in what you do.’ 

“But I dg not confine myself exclusively to the florid 
roles. I have power enough for more vigorous music 
and I like to sing it; the only consideration I have is 
for my career. I’ve just started, vou know; I have been 
before the public only a few years. I dare say I 
have traveled rather fast, for recognition seems to 
have come ‘almost at once. In South America, where 
the people are most particular, | have a large follow- 
ing. I shall do my utmost to accomplish a similar 
degree of approval among the music patrons of my 
own country. 

“But I purpose to conserve my voice. I do not ap-

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r4 r4 F THE accident which deprived me of my 
hands and parts of my arms has resulted in 
throwing all the safety devices possible 
around the dangerous machinery in factories 
which employ boys and girls, and has brought 
about the passage of just compensation laws 
for the care of those who are maimed for life 
in such employments, then I am happy that my misfor- 
tune has accomplished some benefit for others. It is 
good to realize that the sacrifice was not in vain.” 


These unselfish words were spoken by Miss Marie 
Moentmann of 8410 Michigan avenue, whose injury 
while at work 1n a bagging factory created a wave of 
sympathy in this city nearly four years ago. Miss 
Moentmann is now in her eighteenth year, and is quite 
reconciled to her artificial hands and arms. She has 
no complaints to register; she has grown philosophical; 
and having strong religious predilections, finds much 
consolation in church attendance. 


She is a member of two choirs in the Carondelet 
Evangelical Church, at Michigan and Koeln avenues, 
of which the Rev. Edward L. Bleibtreau is pastor, and 
in addition to the regular Sunday services, attends func- 
tions on Monday and Friday evenings. She has a pleas- 
ant soprano voice and sings regularly in the girls’ choir 
as well as in the mixed chorus. Though she has often 
been urged, she steadily declines to attempt any solos. 
She has two gardens at her home, and finds healthful 
recreation among her flowers in the front yard, and the 
vegetables in the rear. 


Marie Moentmann was but 14 years of age, and her 
tieavy, reddish-brown’ hair hung in a plait down her 
back, when the necessities of the household forced upon 
her young shoulders the lot of the breadwinner. Her 
quest for employment led her to a large factory where 
bags and bagging material are supplied. It was not par- 
ticularly hard work, but that it was no emplcyment for 
one of her years was demonstrated by the subsequent 
history of her case. She had to feed to the rollers the 
materials that go into the bags of commerce, and her 
pay was $5.90, which she carried to her mother at the 
« « Of each week. 


She was tall for her age, and thoizh not of robust 
seemed well able to hold her own with the other 

girls who, like herself, were detached from the educa- 
tion and discipline of the classroom altogether too soon. 


She worked contentedly until Nov. 5, 1915, and then, 
in an unguarded moment, those dexterous hands got 
into the moving rollers. The machinery was almost im- 
mediately stopped, but it was too late to save her arms. 
There was a double amputation as soon as she was 
carried to the city hospital. The right arm was taken 
off four inches below the shoulder and the left midway 
between the wrist and elbow. It was several days be- 
fore the sadly mutilated child was able to understand 
what had happened. She was then two months past her 
fifteenth birthday. 


Newspaper accounts of her plight created widespread 
interest. Money was donated for her immediate 
wants. Then there were benefit entertainments, one 
of these being a fashionable ‘500 party” at the Planters 
Hotel, given by prominent society people. She was 
the object of much loving attention during her stay 
at the city hospital and afterwards at St. John’s, where 
she went for a secondary operation. 

Following this ordeal she expertenced a long siege 
of pneumonia, which left her in a weakened condi- 
tion for many weeks. Then came her lawsuit against 
the bagging company and the compromise effected by 
her parents. The amount of the settlement was $21,- 
000, of which $5000 was awarded for legal and other 
expenses, while $16,000 was specifically set apart in the 
custody of her mother, to be retained until Marie 
reached her eighteenth anniversary. Miss Moentmann 
became of age last September, and when the settlement 
was made she promptly invested her means in Liberty 
Bonds of the third issue. Through this income, it is 
hoped that she will be guarded against want, as she 
has not been a wage earner since her accident. 


Four years have passed since Miss Moentmann was 
so conspicuous in the public eye, but she has by no 
means been forgotten. Inquiries occur very frequently, 
and these cannot be attributed wholly to curious mo- 
tives. Persons whose sympathies were deeply aroused 
at the time of the accident ask concerning the present 
status of the victim and her progress in the art of 
remaking her life. 

It was to gather some impressions on this score that 
a Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine writer recently vis- 
ited Miss Moentmann’s home. There she was found 
in the garden with her younger sister, about 14 years 
old, who was delightedly employing her hands at her 
sister’s behest in pulling weeds. Marie greeted her 
caller pleasantly, and all the while kept her glove-en- 
cased hands in the large side pockets of her skirt. She 
was looking forward: to an automobile outing in the 
afternoon and expressed the hope that some low-hang- 
ing clouds would disperse and give the sunshine a 
chance, so that her program would not have to be 
abandoned. . 


“I really do not know what to say,”’ was her reply

when she was asked concerning her progress since she 
was provided with substitute hands and arms of papier- 
mache. These appliances are about as perfect as in- 
ventive ingeniuity could make them, but since they 
must be supported by straps and other fastenings about 
the back and shoulders, they cannot be considered 
comfortable, particularly in warm weather. But 
Miss Moentmann, who has grown into a tall, 
formed girl, said that years of wear have accustomed 
her to the harness. One unacquainted with the girl's 
history might be in her presence a long while without 
noticing her disability. 


“You see,” she continued, “I have become so accus- 
tomed to these hands and arms that I just go ahead 
and do the best I can. At first it was hard, very hard, 
to help myself much, but I have made much progress 
since. There are many things I can do now without 
asking for help, but there are others in which I still 
find myself calling for aid. I have little trouble dress- 
ing, but it is different when it comes to fixing my hair. 
Maybe I am a little more particular now than I Was 
when I wore it plaited down my back, but I guess I 
am like all other girls in that respect. Mother attends to 
my hair and she does it very nicely. 


“IT always find plenty to keep me occcupied, as I am 
particularly fond of reading. I keep myself well supplied 
with interesting books. I guess there are not many 
patrons of the Public Library who make any better use 
of their cards than I do. I always have a supply on 
hand, and then I keep informed as to the newer ones. 
I go uptown quite often, sometimes alone, but generally 
with mother or my sister. 


“Tl have gotten bravely over the timidity !' used to 
feel. I have had several long railroad trips, but I was 
always accompanied by my mother; and on these jour- 
nevings I got along very nicely. I can manage an um- 
brella, after a fashion, in rainy weather, but I rarely 
carry one, preferring to wear a macintosh. At the 
table I get along fine, once I get my fork adjusted in my 
hand. The player piano, which depends upon the exer- 
cise of the feet rather than the hands, is my most pop- 
ular musical instrument, and | keep up with the good 
rolls. And there is my typewriter with its double key- 
board, which does not require so much shifting; I just 
get along fine with that, when I get my own patent 
puncher attached to the thumb of my left hand.” 


The aitachment used by Miss Moentmann would en- 
able her to make a speed of from 3000 to 4000 words a 
day, if she cared to maintain such a pace. As she 
uses the typewriter merely for her own correspondence 
and pleasure, she has little occasion to extend herself. 
The “puncher,” as she terms it, is a piece of wood 
shaped round, about three times the thickness of a 
lead pencil, with a hard-rubber tip on the end, which 
strikes the keys of the machine. At the top is a brass 
ring, securely fastened, which she slips over her arti- 
ficial thumb. She can put this on herself, and by using 
her lips and teeth can take care of her sheets of paper. 
The prehensile uses of boths lips and teeth are very 


well- ‘ 


with deep gratitude the many expressions of sympathy 


frequently employed by Miss Moentmann during the 
day. She always wears gloves, and they are neatly 
buttoned at all times. In the winter the coverings are 
of kid, while in the summer she uses silk. 


“Gloves,” she remarked, “might be considered a 
worry, if I allowed myself to get upset over anything. 
I use about 15 pairs a year, and keeping them clean 
and nice is a task. In winter I buy about three pairs 
of kids, and when it becomes warm I fall back on gray- 
colored silk. Using the left hand so much more than 
the right places the severer strain on that glove Be- 
fore | was hurt I was right-handed, but now I guess 
I am a ‘lefty.. You see, the doctors left me a much 
larger part of' my left arm than they did of the right, 
and as I get the benefit of more muscular power by 
reason of having that elbow, I quite naturally make 
more use of it. At the typewriter | just get along 
fine. I have never done any copying work for pay, 
but | would not be afraid to try it, if my customers 
were not in too much of a hurry for their finished 
work. If it were a speed contest I would be beaten 
before the start.” 


Miss Moentmann, at the period of life that is so 
romantic for most girls, has young men friends among 
her church and other associates, and highly appreciates 
their friendship. Her disability is not permitted to 
deprive her of any of the social diversions that are 
privileged to other girls in the 18-year class. She knows 
how to dance, but she does not indulge in this pas- 
time. “I really don’t care to dance,” she says, “but 
understand that I am not condemning it for others. 
I like to see young people enjoy themselves, and danc- 
ing is a very nice way to have a good time, but I just 
don't care for it myself. 


“There are so many other things one can do to help 
pass time pleasantly. I never worry over such matters 
anyhow, because it does no good. I can go out with 
a party of friends and have just as much enjoyment 
as any of the others; at least, I can feel that way with- 
out trying very hard.” 

During the war, while all her girl friends were knit- 
ting sweaters and other comforts for the soldiers, she 
often felt her limitations keenly “I wanted to do my 
bit, too,’ she said, “but you know that knitting isa 
task for girls who are all hands and fingers. As they 
say in football, | had to stay on the side lines. I have 
only one brother, and as he is married, with a wife 
and two little ones to look after, he could not go. I 
often wished | had a brother who could go. I did the 
next best thing when | bought Liberty Bonds. Thank 
heaven, it’s over now. I hope the boys who come back 
disabled will be properly cared for, as they will need 
help and lots of encouragement.” 


Miss Moentmann said she would always remember

But later he fell unconscious, and 
died a few hours afterwards. It may be imagined that 
at the moment of the accident the diamond, in the 
darkness of its vault, blazed up for an instant in a 
flare of triumphant malevolence. Pitted against it had 
been all the safeguards which great wealth could de- 
vise, but the jewel had won. 

The ill-omened forebodings which were expressed 
when McLean bought the Hope diamond were now 
considered fulfilled. The jewel had scored another con- 
spicuous victim—not this time a King or a Queen or a 
Sultan, but one of the wealthiest boys in America. In- 
evitably there was recalled with shudders the mass 
of legends which have accumulated about this most 
sinister of gems. Some of the incidents alleged may be 
fabulous; some are of historical authenticity; but it 
is worth while to relate them all as an instance of the 
literature that may grow up about a famous jewel. 

In the seventeenth century there lived a Frenchman 
named Jean Baptiste Tavernier, who from his early 
youth was fired with wanderlust. After traveling all 
over Europe he penetrated into the Orient. and became 
a wealthy merchant, trading in costly jewels and find- 
ing his chief customers among the great Princes of the 
East. While in India he came into the possession of 
the finest blue diamond that has ever been discovered. 
The story usually accepted is that it was stolen from 
a Hindu temple, and that its acquisition was stained 
with blood. 

Tavernier, returning to France in 1668, sold the 
unique gem to Louis XIV for a million francs and a 
barony. It weighed in the rough 112 1-2 carats; its con- 
dition at that time is represented in the drawing ac- 
companying this article, which is a copy from an old 
French engraving. After its purchase by the Grand 
Monarch, it was cut, an operation which reduced its 
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not resist the tempta- 
tion to wear the blue 

diamond, and was 

promptly punished by 
being supplanted in the King’s affections by Mme. 
de Maintenon. As for Tavernier, he eventually lost 
the favor of Louis because of his religion, he being 
a Huguenot, and was imprisoned in the Bastile. He 
escaped and made his way to Moscow, where, at the 
age of 84, while out hunting, he is said to have suf- 
fered the horrible fate of being torn to pieces by wild 
dogs. “One!” the jewel might have counted, like Mon- 
te Cristo, as it began the list of its European victims. 

Louis XV’s reign was one of disaster, and the le- 
gend of the Hope diamond is careful to point out that 
his best-beloved mistress, Mme. Du Barry, perished by 
the guillotine during the French Revolution. . The realm 
and the diamond descended to Louis XVI, during 
whose reign, as is well known, the Revolution ex- 
ploded. Louis died by the knife, as didehis Queen, 
Marie Antoinette. It is related that Marie Antoinette 
often wore the blue diamond, and extended the privilege 
at times to her favorite, the Princess de Lamballe. His- 
tory records that the latter was torn to pieces by a 
Paris mob, and that her head was borne through the 
streets on a pike. 

The stone, together with the rest of the French re- 
galia, was seized in August, 1729, and deposited in the 
Garde-Meuble. It was stolen in September of the 
same year, and disappeared for nearly 40 years. But 
in the meantime, according to the story, it was still per- 
forming its mission of blighting lives and fortunes. 

The diamond, relates the legend, after being stolen 
came into the hands of William Fals, an Amsterdam 
jeweler, who cut it up into three stones. The largest 
of these—now known as the Hope diamond—weighed 
441-4 carats. It is narrated that Hendrik, son of Wil-

Louis intended to present 
the diamond to his fa- 
mous Superintendent of 
Finance, Vicomte Fouquet, and that the mere intention 
was sufficient to bring about the latter’s fall, which is 
one of the themes of Dumas’ “Three Musketeers” series 
of novels. But Fouquet was flung into prison seven years 
before the King bought the jewel. But at any rate, 
Louis was at the height of his power in 1668, when he 
signed the peace of Aix-la-Chapelle, and was the domi- 
nant figure in Europe. He aspired to be the Kaiser of 
the seventeenth century, and left his own monument 
of “frightfulness” in the devastation of the Palatinate. 
He was totally defeated in the end, and would have 
lost his crown like his modern prototype, but for the 
divinity that still hedged about a King in that era. 
He bequeathed to his successors, along with the 
Tavernier diamond, a legacy of ruin and bankrupty 
which were later to produce the French Revolution. It 
is related that his mistress, Mme. de Montespan, could

The first to identify the Hope diamond with the 
Tavernier diamond of Louis XIV was Edwin W. sStreet- 
er, a famous British expert on precious stones. As 
is well known to jewelers, diamonds with a faint bluish 
tint are not infrequently found, but they are usually 
ranked as stones of an inferior quality. But a genuine 
blue diamond—with a dark color verging on indigo, 
an intensity which differs from the soft, mild hue of 
the sapphire, and, above all, the exclusive irradiance 
technically described as the ‘fire’ of a diamond— 
is a gem which, for its intrinsic beauty no less than 
for its extreme rarity, almost challenges the foremost 
place among precious stones ° 

The Tavernier brilliant was such a blue diamond, and

when a smaller diamond, of the same hue, came into 
Hope's possession, Streeter wondered whether it might 
not be a part of the larger stone. He figured out from 
the diagram of the diamond preserved at Paris that 
the Tavernier stone might have been cut up into three 
brilliants, of which the Hope diamond would be the 
largest. 

His theory received startling confirmation in later 
years. At Geneva, in the sale of the Duke of Bruns- 
wick’s jewels, there came to light a brilliant of seven 
carats, known as the “Blue Drop Diamond.” Experts, 
who examined it in juxtaposition with the Hope dia- 
mond, decided that they were both originally one stone. 
But there was a remnant still missing. It was found by 
Streeter himself in Paris and purchased for $1500. 
It was a blue diamond of one carat, and is known as 
the “Pirie” diamond. Thus all the parts of the original 
Tavernier stone have at last been accounted for. 

Hope presented the diamond to his daughter on her 
marriage to the sixth Duke of Newcastle in 1861, and 
it passed from her, the story goés, into the hands of 
her son, Lord Henry Francis Pelham-Clinton Hope. 
This scion of an eminent house severely shocked En- 
glish society in 1894 by marrying May Yohe, an Ameri- 
can musical comedy star, and the scandal came to a cul- 
mination some six years later when, without the formal- 
ity of a divorce, she eloped with Capt. Putnam Bradlee 
Strong, son of one of New York’s wealthy former May- 
ors. The actress always maintained that had it not 
been for the Hope diamond she would never have left 
her. husband. She dreamed of it the night before 
the elopement, she said, and it cast a spell upon her 
under which she was helpless. “Lord Francis was an 
angel and Capt. Strong was a devil,” she said later. 
A recent report states that May Yohe, who might have 
been a Duchess when Lord Francis succeeded to his 
father’s title, was employed as a janitress in a Pacific 
coast city. 

Lord Francjs, according to the story, made haste 
after his wife’s escapade to rid himself of the 
ominous jewel, which made its first voyage across the 
Atlantic and came for a time into the hands of Joseph 
Frankel, a New York jeweler. Its evil reputation had 
preceded it, and no one would buy the brilliant. Next 
it is found in the possession of Jacques Colet of Paris, 
who bought it from Frankel. Colet is reported to have 
gone mad and killed himeelf. 

First, however, the diamond is reputed to have 
passed into the possession of Prince Ivan Kanitowskl, 
who was in love with Mile. Ladue, an actress. He 
loaned the jewel to her one night to wear, it is re- 
lated, and she was promptly shot to death on the stage 
by a rival of the Prince, who himself, shortly after- 
wards, was assassinated by anarchists, the narrative 
proceeds. 

But Lord Francis has had no more domestic or finan- 
cial troubles since he washed his hands of the diamond. 
Having obtained a divorce, he married a second time 
happily, and has several children. 

Next we hear of the diamond as being in the pos- 
session of a Greek trader named Simon Moncharides, 
who sold it to Selim Habib, a Persian, popularly cred- 
ited with having acted as the agent of the Sultan Abdul 
Hamid, generally known as “Abdul the Damned.” It 
is related that Moncharides, riding along near the edge 
of a cliff one day, with his wife and two children, met 
with an accident which flung them all to death in the 
abyss.

T IG the rare privilege indeed of , 

very few persons to capitalize a. 
dream and from the inspiration 
gotten in their subconscious state, 
produce something both startling 
in artistic effect and at the same 
time remunerative from the stand- 
po'nt of the box office, and in this lim- 
ited circle is Maj. Herbert M. Dawley of 
New Jersey, who created “The Ghost of 
"Slumber Mountain,’ a moving picture in 
one reel that has excited very deep inter- 
est. Thé basis of the picture is a series of 
scenes showing historical fauna and flora 
of the prehistoric period. The scenes, it 
has now developed, were glimpsed in a 
dream and as the dreamer retained his 
impressions and being an artist and ‘a 
sculptor besides, he put into shape fig- 
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ures representing the mastodons and 
other mammoth creations of these far re- 
mote days. 

Against these fantistic landscapes the 
monsters of the early periods of the world’s develop- 
ment gambol, live and fight. It is certainly astonish- 
ing to follow the evolutions of the huge brontosaurus, 
cropping herbage and slowly dragging his unwieldy 
body across a lake. Or to watch him as he confronts 
the highly armorec dinosaurus who has dared to in- 
vade the seclusion of his lair. More exciting still is 
the fight between two great dinosauri, who attempt to 
impale one another on terrible horns. 

Just how Maj. Dawley created his monsters so that 
they act and move so naturally is a secret. He first 
made a careful study of the subject, and then built 
models of such structural strength as to permit free 
movement before the camera. Here his training as a 
sculptor helped him. These reproductions show in de- 
tail muscles, joints and natural movements. Thus 
the prehistoric bird eating from the tree tops is shown 
exactly as described in the textbooks. He runs and 
jumps and chases a snake with lifelike movements of 
neck, body and lees. Whether the carcasses contair 
fine motors, or by what agency their gyrations are ac- 
complished, Maj. Dawley refuses to say. He admits 
long periods of work on his Jersey farm, where the 
models were put together and the pictures made. 

it should be said that the scientific details of the 
pictures are correct. The films have been twice shown 
privately at the American Museum of Natural History 
and the paleontologists, as the scientists who are ex- 
pert on the subject of ancient life are called, have not 
only approved Maj. Dawley’s work, but have offered 
to assist him to animate other series of prehistoric 
episodes.
